During Past Year 525 Delinquents and 
905 Neglected Children Dealt With 


Report of Department Outlines Work Being Done — In Year 1916 
There Was Great Increase in Juvenile Delinquency, Which 
Then Reached High Water Mark. 


During the past year 626 delinquent 

children were dealt with, according 
to the annual report of the depart- 
ment of Dependent and Delinquent 
Children for Alberta which has just 
been issued. Institutional treatment 
was found necessary only for about 
one out of every fifteen of them. Pro- 
bation and other less drastic remedies 
Werte eufficient in the great majority 
of cases, 
In the year before, Alberta, in com- 
on with the great majority of com- 
munities engaged in war, experienced 
a& war-time increase in juvenile de- 
linquency of abcut 85 per cent. That 
at the end of that year the tide had 
reached {ts maximum, and although 
during 1917, it did not recede to any 
appreciable extent, no further in- 
crease was shown, and !n all proba- 
bility no furtner tncreawse will be 
noted, eays the report.

No Time to Lose. 

If the food supply of the Allies 
is as short as the authorities tell 
us, and if the Canadian govern- 
ment has any proper sense of its 
responsibilities, the Western 
wheat crop will have to go for- 
ward this fall and winter, regard- 
less of hardships to people in 
Canada. : 

If Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
are to have Alberta coal to burn 
next winter that coal will have 
to be mined and forwarded to dis- 
tributing points in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan before the cars are 
needed to haul this year’s wheat 
crop to the Atlantic seaboard. 
And the alarming prospect is that 
if Manitoba and Saskatchewan do 
not have Alberta coal next winter 
they will not have any coal, 

If the governments of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan have any ca- 
pacity for forethought, and any 
concern as to what may happen 
to the people in those provinces, 
they had better get busy at once 
on some scheme to back the coal 
dealers in their provinces and en- 
able them to store up reserve sup- 
plies of Alberta coal during the 
summer months, 


The ‘‘Press Gang’’ Revived. 

After June Ist, every male resi- 
dent in Canada is assumed to be- 
long to Class 1 who is caught by 
the military authorities without 
having on his person or in the 
building in which he is a birth 
certificate, a marriage certificate, 
an exemption certificate, or other 
documentary evidence establish- 
ing that he does not belong to 
Class 1 to the satisfaction of what- 
ever military official may propose 
to take him into custody. 

Any man found without such 
evidence is liable to be treated as 
a deserter and put into the service 
of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force; and is also liable to a fine 
of $50.00 and a month’s imprison- 
ment, 

Once taken into custody for not 
having such evidence in his poc- 
ket, a man is to be held without 
bail, enquiry or mainprize. Ha- 
beas corpus proceedings are for: 
bidden on his behalf, and he ean 
only be released on order from 
the minister of militia. On what 
representations or conditions the 
minister would be supposed to is- 
sue such order, or how long he 
might take in doing so, there is 
nothing to suggest. Apparently, 
the minister, if so disposed, could 


withhold the order unti) the im 


| tion papers, 


dividual, quite regardless of age 
or anything else, was in the front 
line trenches in France. 

The only condition laid down in 
the order-in-council as to taking 
a man into custody is that he ‘‘ap- 
parently may be’’ within the 
terms of Class 1. But as nothing 
happens to the official who takes 
him into custody if it is after- 
wards established that he does 
not belong to Class 1, and as once 
in custody he can be released only 
on order of the minister, this con- 
dition means only what the official 
in question is pleased to interpret 
it to mean. 

Practically any man, under this 
order‘in-council, whatever his age 
or nationality, is liable to be 
pressed into service, through er- 
ror, mis-judgment, meanness or 
personal spite, if found without 
evidence 'in his possession to prove 


| that he does not belong to Class 1. 


| Probably not one man in ten 


}can lay hands on his birth cer- 
tificate—if he ever had one. Per- 
haps not one in two can locate 
his marriage certificate. Exemp- 
and naturalization 
papers have probably not been 
kept any more carefully than 
these other documents, Obviously 
the officials who are sent about to, 
catch the unwary will have to be 
men of discretion and fairness, and 
to heavily discount the powers 
given them, if they do not make a 
general round-up of middle-aged 
fathers of families, fine them and 
jail them, and perhaps ship them 
off to France.

Russia. Is Russia to be regarded 
as an ally, a neutral, or an enemy,

'—if any—take place? Are we free 
to pay our respects to the Bol- 
sheviki, or are they protected 
against disapproving comment? 
And is it allowable to make un- 
favorable references to the pro- 
{German advisers who crippled the 
war policy of the Czar, or is it a 
jail offence to make unfriendly al- 
lusions to them? 


To the Parliamentary followers 
of Sir Robert Borden the distribu- 


lof such transcendent importance 
that they were only kept from vot- 
ing his recent order-in-council off 
the books by the threat that if they 
did so the Government would re- 
sign and subject them to the perils 
of a prospective general election. 

It has not taken threats of a 
general election to kill any mo- 
tions of censure from Sir Robert's 
followers because the farmers who 
elected them under promise of ex- 
emption were betrayed by an 
order-in-council abolishing all 
grounds of exemption and taking 
to the Government power to call 
out the entire manhood of the 
country — regardless of circurn- 
stance, occupation or consequence, 

Neither have threats of a gener. 
al election been needed to quell any 
protesting outbreaks from Sir 
Robert's followers because in face 
of a world famine men are being 
swept off the farms in Canada to 
take places in the fighting line 
which could be taken, and would 
‘be taken, by men drawn from the 
cities of the United States with no 
corresponding decrease of food- 
production,

Lord Rothermere resigned from 
the British air ministry on April | 
25th. He had been apointed only | 
a few weeks before. His letter of 
resignation gives personal ill 
health and grief over the loss of 
his sons as the cause. Lord Rother- 
mere is a brother of Lord North- 
cliffe. Like his brother he controls 
a string of British newspapers. He 
is a man of vast energy and suc- 
cessful business experience. There 
is no question that the brothers 
Northcliffe and Rothermere are 
responsible in largest measure for 
the premiersip of Lloyd George. 

While everyone must sympth- 
ize with Lord Rothermere in the 
double loss which he has suffered 
as a part of the sacrifice of war, | 
that is scarcely an appealing rea- | 
son for giving up the possibility of | 
rendering great service to the 
cause for which his sons died. 
Least of all is it a reason that 
would be expected to appeal to a, 
Harmsworth—a family name that 
stands for energy, efficiency and 
determination as no other in the 
British Empire today does.
